LAST POLITICAL LETWER TO THE 
PEOPLE OF GEORGIA. 


The Most Powerful of Hie Life—A Political Warn'ng 
~—A Prophecy Since Fulfilled:—“That Dr. Fel- 
ton Would Lend in the Republican 
Party”—The Coalition Scheme. 


The following document has the special in- 
terest of being the dead senator’s last, efinite 
pelitical utterance. It is reprinted in answer 
to a great number of requests: 

Wasurneton, D. C., January 14.—Editors 
Constitution: In your issue of the 10th in- 
stant, I have read the letter of the Hon. W. 
H. Felton. 


This letter is certainly the most bitter and 
venomous summary of charges against my 


The vilest production of carpet-bag slum 
could not say more to defame me. I am pic 
tured as having been all my life—‘‘before the 
war, during the war and since the war’—a 
“corrupt” “hypocritical,” “malevolent,” 
“mendacious’ man, whose counsels have 
“blighted the State of my birth,” and “de- 
stroyed the Democratic party,” and as one 
who, “under professions of friendship,” has 
always been treacherous and vindictive. 

All public men are liable to abuse. I[ 
thought I had enjoyed my full share, and 
would have some exemption from such in the 
future. But this letter gathers up nearly a'l 
the worst calumnics of the past, colors them 
with new odium, and then adds new ones in- 
vented by the author for the occasion. This 
fierce flood of vituperation comes, too, from a 
man of whom I never, in all my life, spoke 
or wrote one unkind word, but in whose be- 
half I had spoken and written more kind 
words than I ever did for any other man, and 
because of my friendship for whom for seven 
years I had almost imperiled my own stand- 
ing in the Democratic party. 

My seli-respect will not allow me. to retal- 
iate in kind, and my respect for the people of 
Georgia will not allow me to descend to a 
contest of deity epithets. The explosion is 
personally harmless from overcharge, but this 
letter from Dr: Felton has a significance and 
meaning of public importance at this moment, 
and to show this meaning and significance ts 
the purpose of this writing. 

First, does Dr. Felton really believe the 
charges he has rehearsed and invented with 
such sudden virulence? During the rugged 
voyage of the stormy periods in which- my 
social and political life have been passed, | 
have sometimes heard pleasant voices. Many 
kind and partial things have been said and 
written about mé, and it has been my. ambi- 
tion to deserve them. No man has been more 
earnest, or more frequent, or more fulsome in 
his praises of me for forty years than Dr. 
Felton. No man has repelled with more in- 
dignation all slanders upon my public and 
private life, and especially some of the very 
slanders he has now rehearsed to defame me. 

During four consecutive canvasses for Con- 
gress in the Seventh district, he has warmly 
eulogized me usever a model public man, and 
has made conspicuous my indorsement of his 
personal and political integrity as proud evi 
dence to the peop!e of his fitness to be their 
representative. All the people of the district 
will bear testimony in support of this state- 
ment. | 

Does any man or child believe that when 
Dr. Felton was indulging in these high- 
wrought eulogies upon me he really believed 
I was, and all my life had been, a “corrupt,” 
“mendacious,” “hypocritical” and bad man” 
If he did not believe so while pronouncing 
such enlogies, he has certainly shown himself 
to be the most expert hypocrite ever yet 
known. ‘To act the part of such a hypocrite 
for a long series &i years without ever excit- 
ing the slightest suspicion of his sincerity, is 
a success in hypocrisy never before attained, 
and would entitle its autbor to the distinction 
of being the hero of hypocrites. 

Up to the writing of this letter I do not be- 
lieve Dr. Feiton ever uttered an unkind word 
of me either in public or private. I am sure 
I never did of him. It is impossible to con- 
clude that Dr. Felton believes the charges he 
has now made, because it is impossible for 
any man to attain to such perfection of hy- 
pocrisy. 

On the other hand, if Dr. Felton did not 
believe the charges to be true, and yet made 
them, and made them, too, with such furious 
mendacity, then he has shown himself to be 
the most perfidious and ungrateful slanderer 
that the purlieus of a degraded form of poli- 
tics ever produced. Without provocation, 
without explanation ,and without the slight- 
est previous notice, he has slandered an ad- 
mitted friend of forty years, and a friend who, 
for seven years, exposed himself to the re- 
proaches and criticisms of his party in order 
to maintain this one man in his political as- 
pirations. And he has slandered me, too, 
with a reckless violence and an abandoned 
untruthfulness never equaled by my worst 
enemy, even of the carpet-bag regime ! 

As there could be no possible reason for 
this conduct, the next question is, What is 
the excuse for it? Dr. Felton uses for his 
excuse an interview with me reported by Mr. 
Grady, in which interview he says I abused 
him and made against him an implied charge 
of dishonesty. ‘The reader will see the utter 
weakness of this excuse at once, for that an 
interview reported in the language of another 
should authorize such a flood of calumny 
against a friend of forty years of unbroken 
confidence is too absurd. I am not now ex- 
plaining or denying ,the interview. There is 
not a word in the interview which is or which 
can be justly construed to be personally un- 
kind, and Mr. Grady, or THE ConsritvTion, 
has so distinctly stated. But even if there 
was one word which might possibly bear such 
a construction, even an enemy would have 
asked for an explanation before letting loose 
such a deluge of billingsgate and calumny. 

But, aside from all this, there is one fact 
which it is my painful duty to state here, 
which will make this pretense of unkindness 
more damaging, if possible, to Dr. Felton’s 
good name than the slanderous letter. 

For years Dr. Felton and myself have been 
in the habit of writing frank and confidential 
letters to each other. One of the first things 
I did after reading his interview published in 
a Chicago paper and embodying his new 
platform, I wrote Dr. Felton just such a let- 
ter. In the unreserve of our long friendship, 
and feeling that his political course would 
somewhat involve me, as I had always main- 
tained his political honesty, and believing 
I might be better posted as to the meaning of 
recent political movements than himeelf, I 
expressed the pain I felt on reading this inter- 
view. I also said that if it was true I appre- 
hended it would make him a Republican and 
a stalwart Republican at that. I warned him 
of the dangers ahead, and expressed the earn- 
est hope that he would not allow himself to 
be ensnared at this late day into the Repub- 
lican party. But in this letter I also said that 
!I could never speak of him otherwise than 
; kind'y. This letter he must base had before 
Mme When he made up uc- 
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public and private character I have ever seen. | 
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tion his excuse for abusing me as no political 
enemy had ever done! The lette. was private 
but I do not object to its publication. 

Either Pr. Felton believed the charges made 
and invented in his letter, or did not believe 
them, and on this subject these propositions 
are now established : 

1. If he believes the charges, he convicts 
himself of being the worst hypocrite on record. 

2. If he does not believe the charges, he 

convicts himself of being the worst slanderer 
on record, 
8. The excuse he offers for making the 
charges was not only unfounded, but was 
known to be false when offered! I will not 
announce the terrible conc!usion as to what 
the letter and the pretense together convict 
him of being I leave him with facts, and 
the simple statement that a man who will be 
false to a friend will be true to nothing. 

But every effect must have a cause, and this 
letter of Dr. Felton being an extraordinary 
effect must have an extraordinary cause, and 
that cause is not and cannot possibly be in 
anything I have said or done, nor is the cause 
in Dr. Felton’s belief or unbelief of the 
charges he has made. To say he believes the 
charges is to discredit him as a hypocrite. To 
say he does not believe them is to discredit 
him as aslanderer. And to say he made the 
charges for the excus~ *endered is to discredit 
him both as a hypoer '° slowderer.

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were sincere and honorable, and I earnestly 


labored to gratify them. 


I never saw defeat affect any man as it did 
Dr, Felton. It seemed to arouse all the evi! 
of his human nature. I have really had seri- 
ous apprehensions about him in more respects 
than one, but I never suspected that he would 
actttally abandon all his convictions and 
pledges and aid in a coalition to secure radi- 
cal ination in Georgia, and I firmly de- 
nied intimations of that character here up to 
the very appearance of his new platform. I 
knew sadly what that meant. But I did not 
suspect even then that he would fly into a mad 
rage with me and become at once my worst 
caluminator. I now see he is a fallen and a 
changed man, and is a sad illustration of the 
dangers of a reckless ambiiion for political 
place. During the last six years the Demo- 
crats of Georgia have frequenily complained 
of what they called my encouragement of the 
independents. I did not encourage them and 
[ did not abuse them. While the Republican 
party in Georgia was dormant, and there was 
practically but one party in the Svate, it was 
natural that discussions would spring up, and 
the opposing Democrats under various names 
would contend for the offices. I was anxious 
that ibis should not breed bitterness and per- 
manent divisions in the party. I was opposed 
to denouncing all independents as radicals

He feels 
and knows I understand him, and that [ will 
lose respect for him. He cannot stand in my 
presence, and remember the assurances he has 
so often given me when begging me to stand 
by him, and that he could never deceive or 
disappoint me, and not lose respect for him- 
self! There was but one desperate resource 
left, and that was to get rid of me. He gath- 
ered all his energies for the blow. Ile called 
to his assistance all the dirty scandals of years 
which he had so often denouvced, but which 
it now scems he had preserved in his scrap- 
book, and he adds to these such as the ad- 
vantages of a long confidential friendship en- 
abled him to invent, and discharged the ag- 
gregate mass al-my unsuspecting head! If 
my poor sadly fallen friend can survive the 
blow, Lean. I never wrote anything more in 
sorrow and less in anger. I do not envy the 
man who can witness the perfidy or feel the 
ingratitude of a life-long friend and not be 
sad. There isa manly way to change opinions 
and affiliations which every nan must respect. 
Such changes great and good men have viten 
made in the past, and will often make again. 
There is an unmanly-and foul way of form- 
ing mongrel] coalitions of incongruous elements 
for the common purpose of winning spoils, 
which no man ean respect. These changes 
only perfidious men ever have made or ever 
can make, : ' 

We have now arrived at the point when we 
can fully understand the meaning and signifi- 
eance of Dr. Felton’s letter and his “new 
movement.” but before showing this, I feel 
1 ought to make a brief explanation to the 
democracy of the State, and of; the Seventh 
district especially. I did not approve of Dr. 
elton’s so-called independentism, but for 
four elections I refused to go into the district 
to oppose him, and for every election I gave 
him a new certificate of good character, per- 
sonal and political, which I was often to!ld by 
both parties, and by himself, he used with 
great effect. I often spoke well of him in 
private and in public, and twice, at his earn- 
est request, introduced him in most compli- 
mentary terms to large audiences in my own 
city of Atlanta. 

It is due to my self-respect to say that all I 
said of Dr. Felton I believed was true at the 
time, and yet believe was true when said. In 
addition to the fact we had long been friends, 
and that both the ladies he married were the 
daughters of highly-esteemed friends, both of 
whom are still living, venerable in years and 
good works—I say, in addition to these facts, 
[ had*undoubted confidence in Dr. Felton’s 
democracy, and never once suspected he 
would disappoint me. His personal assurances 
on this subject were very numerous, and of 
the most.earnest character, and I would have 
believed his assurances alone. But his actions 
were entirely confirmatory of these assurances. 
I will state two facts on this point. 

1. In Washington Dr. Felton attended the 
democratic caucus and respected its decisions 
as faithfully as any Democrat in Congress. 
We sat side by side during the Forty-fourth 
Congress, and his votes were on the extreme 
aemocratic line. In contested elections for 
seats in the House, he voted for democratic 
claimants, even where Democrats of the most 
pronounced type doubted their election, and | 
can even now recall one case in which he 
voted for the democratic claimant against the 
majority report of the democratic committee 
on elections, who reported that the Republican 
was elected. These were certainly severe tests 
of party fealty. | 

2. In 1876, | went to Georgia in advance of 
the adjournment of Congress in order to be in 
Cartersville on the day the executive commit- 
tee of the Democratic party was called to meet 
there to issue the call for aconvention. I 
made this visit at the special request of Dr. 
Felton, and for the special purpose of ascer- 
taining, if I could, whether Dr. Felton could 
get the nomination if he would submit his 
name to the convention. He was anxious to 
avoid the repetition of the struggle of 1874, 
and I was anxious for him to avoid it, and he 
was then not only willing but anxious to be 
reconciled to his party and get the nomina- 
tion. The result of my inquiries were not en- 
couraging and I so advised him. So again in 
1878 I wrote a letter urging the Ringgold con- 
vention to tender Dr. Felton the nomination, 
and said in the letter that if they wouid tender 
it, and he rejected it, I would canvass the dis- 
trict against him. I knew he would not re- 
ject it, and I was anxious to see the reconcili- 
ution. I regret yet that the nomination was 
not tendered him. So again in 1880 I made, 
with others, and at Dr. Felton’s request, an 
earnest effort to discourage any nomination 
against him. He was anxious to be brought 
into accord with his party, but thought the 
overture should come, or seem to come, from 
the party. 

I deeply regret our efforts were not success- 
iul. If they had heen successful I would not 
now be writing this very unpleasant letter, 
and the Republican manipulators of the new 
coalition to capture the South would have to 
find another leader for Georgia. 

I thus personally knew that Dr. Felton was 
not only a Democrat, but & party Democrat, 
and this apparent hatred of caucuses waa 


because I thought the denunciation was neither 
~ wise. There are no truer Democrats 
sonviction than the’great body of the 
lents. I did not doubt that the time 
ome when the dormant Republican 
uld wake up and make another effort 
‘ize the State. I believed in that 
ndependents would ali come home, 
rue and gallant as any against the 
couumon enemy. I believe the time has come 
when they wil! justiiy my confidence. I be- 
lieve no independents in Georgia will go into 
the new coalition except a few who have lost 
them&sives in the bitterness of disappoint- 
ment@@r who are hungry for office “and tired 
of wing.” I know I have no better friends 
than the great body of the independents, and 
I do not and cannot believe that they will be 
led blindly into the Republican party. 

Every intelligent and patriotic citizen of 
the United States must see the great impor- 
tance of eliminating from our politics all war 
issues and race issues. No man has been 
more open and undisguised in the expression 
of the opinion than myself. But the truth is 
we can never get rid of either the war issues 
or race issues until we get rid of the Republi- 
can party, and espicially of the stalwart wing 
of that party. This party lives by these issues 
and would pass away forever without them. 

Less than one year ago there was some hope 
—more than a mere suggestion—that a great 
and elevated movement Was possible which 
would lift the country out of the mire of sec- 
tional hatreds, and form Our political parties 
on living issues adapted to every section alike. 
Hut this hope has been rudely brushed away, 
and the lowest and most infamous coalition 
for more corrupt party ascendency has been 
formed in its stead. This coalition has already 
humiliated the noblest old commonwealth of 
the Union by combining ignorance and venal- 
ity sgaMst intelligence, property and honor. 
This coalition embraces four distinct proposi- 
tous ;

And it is boldly proclaimed by the most 
dangerous and efficient man in the Republi- 
can party “that anything which will build 
up this coalition in the South is justifiable in 
morals and jaw.” 

This is the foul coalition into which the 
independent Democrats of the South are now 
so wooingly invited. Of all men on earth, 
the real, true, independent Democrat ought 
to feel the most insulted by the offer. It as- 
sumes that he will*betray his party either as 
the victim of his local spite or as the corrupt 
subject of a debauched civil service. 

{t is understood that the selected leader in 
each State may write out his own platform 
that will suit him and his State, and he is not 
to be embarrassed by any inconsistency in his 
piatform with that of the national party, or 
that-of any other State. Anything that will 
entice or buy Democrats into the coalition is 
to be considered “ justifiable in morals and in 
law,” provided, always, that the result shall 
inure to the benefit of the Republican party 
and break down the bourbon democrats.

If the general government gives this needed 
help it will bein the interests of the whole 
country, although the southern states may 

et for once, the lions s are. For we are a 
very large partof this country; weare in the 
urrion and intend to stay there, if we have to 
whip somebody in order to doit. — 

But, in the nature of things, this sort of 
help must be temporary, and, as I suppose. 
should, like the educational work of the state 
governments, be carried on, for the most part, 
in the common schools. 

The thing that must be done, if our work 
is to stand, is totrain up among the 
negroes as well as among the whites, men and 
women who can teach the children of their 
race, teach them in homes, in school houses, 
and in churches. This cannot be done by the 
state as it should be done. For, if, as one has 
said, the ‘negroes need educated Christiani- 
ty,’ they need Christianized education in or- 
der to get it. This the state does not and can- 
not give. Toachieve this most desirable and 
necessary result, the school house and 
the church must work _ together. 
There must be Bibles in the 
schools that are to train teachers among this 
people and there must be Christian men and 
women in them who both teach and practice 
religion. . 

To train such teachers, as it appears to me, 
is the work you and others like you are trying 
to do. 

You are raising up in those schools men 
and women who, in the years to come, can, 
will and must teach the children of these peo- 
ple. Hundredsof them, trained by you, are 
doing this now. I say must, for Christianized 
education must, by its instinctive and divine 
impulses, perpetuate itself and diM&se itself. 
Christian education, whether inC hristian or 
heathen lands, is the most aggressive and for- 
mative influence that is now shaping the des- 
tiny of the human race. When yousend out 
from Nashville, from Atlanta, and from New 
Orleans, young men and young women who 
are both educated and religious, you send into 
the massesof these untaught millions those 
who must teach them what they have learn- 
ed both from books and from Christ. Again 
I say must, for the spirit that isin an educa- 
ted christian man or woman is, as the old 
Methodisi preachers used to say, ‘‘a fire in 
the bones,”’ and will blaz2 out. 

Theautior of the declaration of inde- 
pendence, wrote, it is said, in 1782, this pre- 
diction: ‘‘Nothing is more certainly written 
in the book of fate,than that these pecple 
are to be free; noris itless certain that the 
two races equally free cannot live in thesame 
government.” 

It does not surprise me that Mr. Jefferson 
made both of these predictions. As to the 
first there was at that time in Virginia and 
other southern states a strong party that 
favored the emancipation of the slaves. As to 
the second prediction, he had studied French 
philosophy more than he had . Studied 
Christiagity. If this country had_ been 
pagan Rome or infidel France, the first pre 
diction would have failed—they never would 

ave heen set free by the will of men. Had 

veer. set free the second prediction 

have been fulfilled, for in a pagan or 

country, the two races could not be 

y free and live in the same govern 

They would not have been set free 

mot have been a Christian country; 

YP a Christian country the two races, 

equally free’’ before the law, can “live in 

he same government’ and the probiem of 
their free citizenship can be solved. 

But this problem cannot be solved by legis 
lation alone. [ime bas proved the truth of 
the weighty words delivered at your anni 
versary in 1875, by that venerable and 

eat man who was taken to heaven 

ast winter—the’- Rey. Dr. Leonard 
Bacon. At that time Dr. Bacon wrote 
these words: 

“J come tothis conclusion: Legislation on 
the part of the national government is no 
longer to be invoked in aid of fundamental 
recons.ruction. Attempts by congress to em 
ploy force for the abolition of prejudices and 
antipathies in social intercourse do not help 
the cause in which American Missionary as 
sociation is at work. I use the word force 
because law enforced is force, anda law tot 
enforced is not law. The more completely our 
cause can be henceforth disentangled from all 
connection with political parties and agitators 
the better for its progress. Doubtless there 
will be more legislation by the several 
states—especially in behalf of the 
great interest of public education for 
all—-—before the consummation that 
we hope for shail have been attained; but the 
legislation must be the effect and not the 
cause of that fundamental reconstruction 
whick we desire to work for. It will exhibit 
and record, more tban it can inspire or 
control the progress of reformed opinions and 
better sentiments among the peo,le.”’ 

When the law gives equal opportunities and 
guarantees equal rights to all (and this it 
mvst do t» be worthy of respect) it has dove 
Foundatiou work, of tne sort 
Dr. Bacon had at heart, means charac er 
building. and this goes on in individuals. Law 
has its educative force; but to lift up a race— 
whetber white, or bluck, or yellow, or red, 
there must be character building in individu- 
al men and women, and to do 
this work aright we must have 
the church and the school house. And these 
two must work together.and notagainst each 
other. 

Thissort of foundation work vou are trying 
to do through the American Missionary asso- 
ciation and others like minded with you are 
tryingtodo. It has not failed; it cannot fail; 
it has life in itself. 

Mr. Jefferson's second prediction will fail— 
itis failing now. ‘These two races are equally 
free and they are living together in the same 
government with less and less of difficul'y and 
misunderstanding each year Disiurbances 
here and there, conflicts, acts of violence 
there are and there wili be for a time, The 
wonder is not that there was a period of dis- 
order in the southern states afterthe war. 
The true wonder is that there is now so 
little of it, and that between 
1865 and 1870 the suuth did not rush into 
tinal and utter chaos. 

There wus never in any country sucha 
state of things—so provocative of universal 
ani remediless anarchy. What is it that 
saved us? Not the troops, not acts of con- 
gress. Christian schoois ana the church of 
God saved us. It was the Protestant religion 
that dominated the.majurity both of the ne- 
groes and the southern white people. I 
grant you that the conservative influences 
that the churches in the south brought out of 
the war have been greatly aided by the work 
dune by your society and others like it, but 
it 1s also true that but for the work the church 
in the south did before \our coming, you 
could have done next to nothing dy this time 
in the experiment 

As to this whole subject, full of 
difficulties asthose known best who have per 
sonal relations to it, there is just one platform 
on which Christian people can stand. Our

things in the last ten years. Among other 
valuable discoveries, we have learned that 
the people of neither section are either all 
good or all bad. As to this race question, we 
eople of the seuth have learned, and are 
ning that wecan’t manage our problem 
by any mere repressive system. The people 
of the north have learned and they are learn- 
ing, that it cannot be solved by any sort of 
force from without—whether force of law, 
force of troops, ur force of denunciation. Such 
knowledge is precious. Alas! that it cost us so 
much. 

May I quote at this place one other para- 
graph from the words of Dr. Leonard Bacon? 
it is at the close of a letter dated ‘‘New Ha- 
ven, October 2”, 1875,”’ and is in these words: 

“May I be allowed to say one word 
concerning the future of this society? That 
now isconciliation—conciliation by weakness, 
by love, by patient continuance in well-doing. 
The field is wide open for schools and for the 
preaching of the gospel, two great forces op- 
erating as one for fundamental reconstruc- 
tion. In both these lines of effort the work 
of the society must be more and more a work 
of conciliation—conciliation of the south to 
the north and to the restored and benificent 
union—conciliation of races to each other, 
white to black and biack to white—concilia- 
tion of contending sects. oppressed with tra- 
ditional bigotries,to thesimplicity of the truth 
as it is in Jesus.’’ 

Thomas Jefferson was not a _ prophet. 
Leonard Bacon was. And thank 
God! su much has been done by this associa- 
tion to incarnate the truth that was in his 
great thoughts, and to fulfill his hopes and 
predictions as to itsown future. 

But this work of ‘‘fundamental recons'ruc- 
tion’ is a slow process, suggests the impatient 
one—that is true; character building. whether 
in a man, or in a nation, or in arace isalways 
a slow process. And it must be slower in a 
nation, or in a race, than inaman, There was 
never any great work done in the uplifting or 
training of arace in a day, or in ayear. It 
takes generations. How slowly our own race 
has risen out of savagery; how unfit we still 
are to fulfill our mission to the world. We 
have small cause for boasting when 
white men’s votes—sometimes enough 
of them to turn the scale in great elections, 
can be bought cheap in the open streets. 

Lifting up a nation. ‘or a race, is a slow 
process; wherefore the greater necessity for 
zeal, for wisdom and for patience in our work. 
Wherever a great and necessary work that re- 
quires a long time, and much labor is to be 
done, we should begin at’ once and do our 
best. 

You find more sympathy and more of the 
spirit of co-operation among southern people 
than vou found ten years ago. I rejoice in 
this change of feeling in thesouth. and it is 
éesy to understand it. Time, the healer, has 
done his blessed work. Grace has overcome 
and the grave bas buried much of bitter feel- 
ing on both sides. You have learned your 
work better, and we have learned more per 
fectly its value 

A good deal of your work I have seen. I 
believe it is good. I have looked into your 
school methods; they’ are yielding happy 
results. I have considered ‘“‘examiuation pa- 
pers,’ from some of your schvuols; they 
would have done credit to any school for any 
race. I inave listened to speeches and essays 
from colored youths at your commence- 
ments, there was the evidence of sound cult 
ure and true religion in them. When I 
heard them ‘I thanked tod and took cour- 
age 

It is often asked, ‘Why don’t the south do 
m@re in this work of educating ard uolift- 
ing the negroes’”” Sometimes the ques- 
tion has been -asked, angrily, _ per- 
haps, because ignorantly. believe 
the south can do more than 
it is doing certainly more than if has done. 
But | think it likely that we have done as 
much as any other people in like circum- 
stances would have done. History does not 
r-cord of any people such vast, rapid and rad- 
ical changes of opinion and sentiment on 
subjects that had been fiercely fought over on 
hundreds of bloody fields as have taken place 
in ®be south during the last fifteen years, on 
the questions that grew out of the neyro’s 
emancipation and entranchisement. 

But the southern states have done more than 
most people suppose 


In considering what the south has done 
and has not done in the work of educating 
the negroes, let it be remembered that the 
White people of the south have not been on 
beds of ruses since 1865. The war and its con- 
sequents made the south poor beyond concep 
tion by those who have not had our experi- 
ence. Itleft the north rich. The majority 
of our people have had a sharp strugyle to 
live; most of them have been unable to edu- 
cate their own children. 

Let me tell you of a man I talked with last 
summer. f went with my family and 
a little party on what we might 
call a camp-fishing expedition. As we 
approached the place where we proposed to 
spend a few days in recreation my attention 
was arrested by a white woman pulling fod- 
der in a little field near a _ cabin 
That night her husband came to our 
camp, offering such welcome as he could 
We hada long tatk together. He had been 
a confederate soldier and he had on his body 
the marks of seven bullet wounds. He never 
owned a slave; he had fought for what he nad 
been taught to beHeve were the rigats of the 
siates. He is a lab on the farm of the 
man Who owns the land where he lives. He 
vets $140 a year, cabin rent, afew acres tended 
py his wife and little girls and the privilege 
of his winter wood. He said his employer 1s 
one of the kindest of men and doves for him 
all he can do. The landlord himself has small 
margins of profit. The poor fellow has five 
children, the eldest a bright girl, aged four- 
teen; she looked «dwarfed and older than 
her years; she had been nurse and 
drudge for the little ones. These children 
came to our camp by invitation, and the oldest 
promised to come one afternoon andshow my 
children how to fish; she knows the river and 
the ways of the -fish. I had my heart set on 
her coming; I wanted my children to know 
more about such pevple. She did not come 
at the timeappointed, but that night she came 
to tell us why. Her cotton dress was wet 
with the dew and ber little hands were fodder-

But enough on these lines of thought. |] 
must say a word or two as torthe relations of 
your work to Africa. The first school atlas 

ever saw made a desert of sand 
cover all the wonderful lands that Living- 
stone, Stanley, and others have discovered, 
and across the map of Africa was printed 28,- 
000,000, with an interrogation point to indi- 
cate a guess as to the population. Now we 
are studying the maps of interior Africa, and 
they tell us of great nations, and a population 
that may reach 200,000,000. 

Can any man, who believes in the Bible, or 
in God. doubt for one moment that Provi 
dence is in the history of the negroes in the 
United States? Can we doubt that these 
millions of negroes now committed to us, as 
the wards of the Christian church, must, some 
day, attempt and accomplish the evangeliza- 
tion Africa? 

I rejoice that your association has its 
eye and heart. on Africa. I saw 
two photographs in the chapel of Fisk Uni- 
versity last May that stirred my sou!. They 
were the faces of two missionaries who had 
gone from that great Christiau school to the 
dark continent. One Sunday evening | 
preached in the chapel. A youth from your 
Mendi mission, a native of Africa, getting 
ready in Fisk to be a missionary, sang for we 
in his home language, a familiar Sunuay 
school song: ‘I have a Father in the Prom- 
ised Land.’ Some day they will be singing 
Christian songs in every village in Africa 
How the thought of the Divine fatherhood 
and of the brotherhood of the Eternal Son 
has changed Europe and made America! 
Some day these thoughts will change Africa 
too. What we call civilization can’t do it; 
the gospel can. ° 

The Christian negroes are getting ready for 
their work, and you and others w@king in 
the same field are helping them to ready. 
The missionary fire is beginning to Burn in 
their hearts. Whenthey go forth, bearing 
the sacred symbol of our Lord’s love to men, 
every Christian man and woman in our land 
should help them. That movement—and it 
is coming at no distant day—will give your 
missionary and colonization societies all they 
can do. 

Was there ever a greater need or a more 
promising field? a greater duty, or a higher 
promise of success? 

Mr. President, you may be sure that from 
thousands of Christian hearts all over the 
south the prayer goes up: ‘‘God bless the 
work of the American Missionary associa- 
tion, with allothers who are preaching the 
gospel to the poor!”’

PROCEEDINGS. 

Long Discussion in the Senste on the Lew of the 
Bleotion of Judges—The Beport of the Com- 
mittee Not Adopted-The Work of 
the House — Fixing Elections. 


The senate met at the usual hour yesterday 
and was called to order by President Boynton. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. John Jones, D. D., 
chaplain of the senate. The roll was called 
and the journal was read and confirmed, Mr. 
DuBignon presented a resolution that the two 

houses meet in joint session at half past 
eleven and proceed to DeGive’s opera house to 
attend the inaugural ceremonies. Mr. Baker, 
_ of the special committee on adjournment 
from Monday until Thursday of next week, 
reported in favor of such adjournment. Mr. 
Peeples, of the special joint committee ap 
pointed to notify Mr. Stephens of hiselection, 
ed that the committee had performed 
Fduty. and that Mr. Stephens would be 
ugurated at noon at DeGive’s opera house. 

in motion the report submiitted by Mr. Baker 
was taken up, and provoked a ge ag discus- 
sion. (me point made was that the law pro- 
vides that the election of judges shall be begun 
on the first Monday after the meeting cf the 
neral assembly and shall be continued from 
ay to day until the elections are effected The 
ition was answered with the argument 
that the law referred to was an act of the leg- 
islature, while the constitution 
provides that the two _ houses shall 
meet and elect the judges at such 
ime as they agree upon. The general opin- 
jen seemed to be that the act of the legisla- 
re was unconstitutional. Mr. Bush offered 

3 a substitute, a resolution that leave of ab- 
nee-be granted such members as desired it 
provided that the result would not deprive 
either house of a quorum, The president rul- 
the resolution out of order as not 
rmain to the question under 
iscussion. On the vote the report of the 
committe was not adopted. A n.essage was 
received from the house notifying the senate 
of a concurrence in the resolution for a com- 
mittee on rules and for the joint session of the 
two bodies to attend the inaugural ceremonies; 
also of the pussage of a resolution providing for 
: joint session on Monday for the purpose of 
lecting the judges, who are to be elected by 

his session of the legislature. The resolu- 

tion was taken up and amended by striking 
out Monday and inserting Thursday, and on 


* ~motion of Mr. Tutt was amcnded so as to read 


‘in accordance with the provisions of the con- 


stitution of 1877,’’ instead of ‘‘in accordance ° 


with the act of 1881.’’ The resolution was 
ordered tobe transmitted to the house at 
once. The senate then, at half-past eleven, 
repaired to the hall of the house of represen- 
ta:ives to participate in the inaugural cere- 
monies. 

In the afternoon the senate convened and 
referred the report of the committee on the 
“Northeastern circuit judgship to the judici- 
ary committee and then adjourned for the 
day. 

: THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The house met at 10 o'clock and was called 

o order by the speaker. The roll was called 

and the journal read and approved. 

Mr. Little, of Muscogee, moved to reconsid 
er the action of the bouse, in concurring in 
the senate resolution, to appoint a comniittee 
of nine from the senate and eighteen from the 
house whoshkall prepare and present a bill to 
provide for the istricting of the state accord- 
ing tothe censusof 1880. Mr. Liitle stated 
that should the motion to reconsider prevail 
he would offer a substitute to reduce the com- 
mittee from twenty-seven to thirteen, consist- 
ing of four from the senate and nine from the 
house, and tw have all billson redistricting re- 
ferred to them. 
~~ Mr. Ray, of Coweta, spoke clearly in favor 
of the reconsideration, bat was opposed to re- 
ducing the committee. 

Mr. Jordan of tlancock, asked for informa 
tion as to the-difference between; the senate

Little spoke in favor of the motion to recon- 

sider both for the purpose of reducing the 
committee and to 0 hale all bills stiould 
be referred to it which regardedfredistiicting. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, thought the coinmit- 
tee ought to remain atits present size, and if 
anybody had a bill te offer relative to redis- 
“tricting he could present it before the com- 
mittee. 

On motion of Mr. Jordan, of 
motion to reconsider was tabled. 

The senate resolution arranging for the hold 
ing of the inaugural ceremonies in the opera 
house was concurred in. 

Mr. Fite, chairman of the committee to 
wait on Mr. Stephens relative to his inaugu- 
ration reported that he would be ready at 
noon to take tbe oath of office.

Mr. Reese, of Wilkes, chairman of the com- 
mittee moved that the a be adopted. 

The part of the report declaring that no va- 
cancy existed in the Northeastern circuit was 
the subject of decided difference. Mr. Hoge. 
of Fuiton, spoke in opposition to that part of 
the report. He argued that the constitution 
had a scheme that one half of all tie judges 
should gO out of office every 
two years and the act limiting 
the election of the judge and solicitor North- 
eastern circuit t» two years mere y throws 
them in one of these two classes. The act 
does not limit the time to two years but meie 
ly fixes the period of service of the judge and 
solicitor first elected to two years and leaves 
this legislature to choose fur the fis: full 
term The judge first elected took his seat in 
Acigust. But the constitution says !:e must 
take hisseat on the January following his 
election. If the committee is right 1n say- 
ing that the _ legislature could not 
fit the time when the full 
term should begin, then the person elected 
Was nota judge, though he went on the 
bench in August, until the following Janu- 

‘ary. The general opinion of the people and 
the bar in this circuitis that the term expires 
now and it will enhance their respect for the

The constitution clearly fixes the terms of 
judges. The only question for the legislature 
is to say who shall Ail those terms. It cannot 
be fairly claimed that there was a vacancy in 
the Northeastern circuit. The judge of the 
new circuit was elected under the constitu- 
tion fixing his term at four years. It is ffot 
in the power of the house to vary the provis- 
ions of the constitution. Mr. Gary was pro 
ceeding to make a clear legal argument in 
supportof the committee’s report, when the 
hour of balf past eleven arrived and the sen- 
ate appeared to go into joint session and pro- 
ceed to the opera house to attend the inaugu- 
ral ceremonies. 

After the general assembly returned and 
the joint assembly was dissolved, the house 
resumed consideration of the report, Mr. Gary 
continuing his argument. After he conclu- 
ded Mr. Maddox, of Chattooga, called the pre 
vious qnestion and the house sustained 
the cail. The committee declined to 
use the twenty minutes allowed it, 
under the rules in which to conclude 
the debate. The vote was first taken 
on the substitute offered by Mr. Roundtree, of 
Brooks, to refer the question as to the North- 
eastern circuit to the judiciary committee. 
On this the yeas were 69 and the nays 85 and 
the substitute was lost. The amendment of 
Mr. Hoge to declare vacancies.in the offices of 
judge and solicitor of the Northeastern cir- 
cuit and orderan election, was lost by 48 yeas 
to 87 nays. The report of the committee was 
then adopted. On. motion of Mr. Harris, of 
Bibb, the house took up the senate resolution 
fixing a time for the election of judges. The 
senate bud amended the house resvlution so 
asto make the election of judges begin next 
Thursday instead of next Monday. 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, argued that it was in 
the power of the house to fix a day for begin 
ning these elections different from that fixed 
by the statute of 1831, for the higherauthority 
of the constitution leaves it in the power of 
the house to fix the time for holding these 
elections. Should the elections be had in the 
early part of next week many members would 
probably be absert and the result might be 
materially altered. 

Mr. Redding. of Pike, opposed the delay of 
the elections. He thought the law fixed next 
Monday asthe time and nosuflicient reason 
had been assigned for taking the risk of set- 
ting that date aside and fixing another day. 

Mr. Jordan,of Hancock, called the previous 
question and the house sustained the call.

Mr. Hulsey. of Fulton, hoped the 
house would agree ts the amendment, as it 
merely asserted a right of that body, Mr. 
Harris, of Bibb, thought that one of the sen- 
ate amendmetts haviug been voted down this 
should be ,ejected aiso, as it had no applica 
tion witnout the other. 

Mr. Spence,.of Mitchell, moved to recon. 
sider the adverse action of the house on the 
first senate amendment. The chair said the 
motion could not be made before Monday. 
Mr. Gary said the question was simply 
whether the bouse should be bound bv an 
act of the last legislature. The house re- 
fused to concur in the senate amendment. 

Mr. Flynt, of Monroe, oflered a resolution 
that leave of absence be granted until next 
Thursday to all members who may desire to 
go home and vote for congressmen, but with- 
drew it. 

Mr. Gordon, chairman of the committee on 
adjournment to next Thursday, reported in 
favor of adjournment from Saturday to 
Thursday. 

Mr Brooks, of Floyd, moved to adjourn 
to noon Tuesday. Lost. 

Mr. McCants, of Taylor, moved to adjourn 
till Monday atten v’clock. Agreed to. and 
this amounted to a defeat of the commitcee’s 
report.

AUGUSTA, November 2.—The subjeot of new and 
more remunerative fields of labor for the women of 
the sonth, is engaging the leisure moments of some 
thoughtful men of this community. Certainly 
there is no problem more complicated than the 
question as to how the young women of our Cities 
earn their own living; and not-one more weighty 
with prospects of good results There arein this 
city large numbers of young iadies clerkiug in ba- 
zarrs and dry goods houses; some few are in oftices 
where executive ability and acquaintance 
with accounts are the requirements, 
quite a uumber of others would be glad to learn 
lelegraphy This isa moveina the right direction: 
the incorporaiing of these intothe working. life of 
any community is a source of strength and honor 
tothat coumunity. Apropos; ’Tis said that an 
Augusta capitalist has in contemplation the erec 
tion of a ena box factory, which wili give proti- 
table employment to numbers of young yirls 

Richmond county can buast of as nne farms as 
any in the state. First there is a grass farm of 
about one hundred acres, halfa mile below the 
eastern bourdaries of this city, which yields from 
$5,000 to $8.000 yearly ‘his farm was planned and 
manured for years by r. N. B. Moore, now 
dead He was succeeded by his sen-in-law, 
Captain W.H Warren, who is followin in the 
footsteps of his able predecessor. Captain James 
P. Fleming »ba-a farm on the Wrightsboro road 
which is the admigation of all who pass by. He 
has cleared itof stumps, and by the aid of screw 
pulverizers, harrows and rollers has made it as 
level as the pictured plains, 

‘*Far-rolling billowy waves of green.” 

A portion of it iS set to vetch, a grass which 
mxukes excellent hay. The rest has been seeded 
with other grasses, and bids fair to become a youn 
bonanza. Twomiles beyond, on the little san: 
hills, and immediately on the line of the Georgia 
railroad, Mr. Martin V. Calvin, lately eiected 
to the legislature, has an acre farm 
which has developed gratifying resuits. Tnree years 
ago, General LeDue (United States commissioner of 
agriculture) sent Mr. Calvin .hree pounds of amber 
cane seed, asan experiment Last spring Mr. Cal- 
vin gave nineteeu-twentienths of an acre (saudy 
laud) to watermelons, planting &xS feet. Immedi- 
utely after the first ploughing, amber cane was 
planted in rows half way betwee the melon hills, 
and two feet in the drilis. Of the cane three- 
fourths of a stand was secured. The result was 
very satisfactory, as he obtained a full crop of mel 
ons, 100 pounds of fodder, 144% gallonsot golaen 
syrup and 200 pounds of seed. Mr. Calvin bad two 
objects in view, that is, he wanted to fill his barns, 
and he wanted to try the value of amber cane asa 
forage plant. He js fully convinced that for this 
purpose Georgia farmers cannot plant anything 
more profitable.

NEW YORK. 


A Gleeomy and Despendent Republican 
Folger’s Assured Defeat. 


Special to The Constitution. 
New York, November2.—In talking about the 


New York election this year it would be useless to 
hamper confident prophecy with timid ‘‘ifs’’ and 
“buts” or to fortify conjecture with a nice balan- 
cing of probabilines. When the summer sky grows 
suddenly as black asink and the big drops begin 
to patter down and the farmyard hens stretch legs 
and wings to get under cov2r—none but fools and 
crazy men look at the ‘‘probabilities’’ to see if itis 
going torain. I may as well say at the outset that 

Judge Folger has no more chance of being the 

next governor of the state of New York than Arabi 
Pasha has of being the next president of the 

United States. Grover Cleveland will be elected 
by a majority somewhere between 50,000 and 100,- 
000, the next legislature will be democratic in both 
branches, and the democrats will gain four or five 
congressmen. Upatthe repbblican headquarters 
they gave Folger up some time ayo. privately con- 
ceding that his election was impossible, but keep- 
ing up an outward show of confidence for decen- 
cy's sake and in order to make a show of expend- 
ing in political work the money the committee has 
extorted from candidates and the clerks in the 
post office and custom house. At onetime the ad- 
visability of dropping the Folger canvass eatirely 
and working only to save as many assembly 

men as possible out of the wreck 
was serivusly discussed, but it was thought 
best to carry on the canvass to the end in the usual 
way, the probability being that every Folger vote 
secured would carry with itan assembly vote, 
while the confessed abandonment of the state tick- 
et would knock the bottom out of the republican 
organization in the assembly districts. A man of 
feeling is plunged into the profoundest melancholy 
by a visit tothe rooms of the republican committee. 

They show you letters from the ‘workers’ in all parts 
of the state filled with ghastly lies about the newly 
awakened enthusiasm for Folgerand they tell you 
about vague persons from interior counties who re- 

port a greatchangein popular sentiment within a 
few days, but they doit with such a sickly 
air that it leaves on you the’ impression 
ofan undertaker's joke about the healthy appear- 
ance of the corpse I don’t know that they claim 
anything as sure at the republican rooms, private- 

ly, 1 mean—and Idon’tsee how they cai except 
on the basis of blind and fatuous confidence. Itis 
simply amazing the way this Arthur-Conkling-Jay 
Gould couspiraey to force upon the people of New 
’Yorka candidate whom nobody wanted has broken 
up the republican party. Nobody knows how many 
republicans will vote squarely for Cleveland, but 
there will te thousandsof them. Thousands more 
wi.l repudiate the Folger ticket, but without going 
so farasto vote forthe democratic candidate. In 
my own little circle of acquaintance I know but 
one man who is going to vote fur Folger. 

The democratic committee has done very little 
active work. There is no need of work. The Cleve- 
land ticket will elec: itself.

INDIANA. 


Closing up of the Pelitical Campaign in the Hoosier 
State. 
Special to The Constitution. 

INDIANOPOLIS, November 4.—Until within the last 
three weeks the campaign in Indiana has been 
rather quiet even for an ‘‘off’’ year. The republi- 
cans were much staggered and nonplussed over the 
result in Ohio, but the presence of 
emissaries from Washington, and substantial 
aid in the shape of money revived their spirits and 
it was resolved to make a bold fight for the sake of 
the moral effect, and hive whatever was saved in 
he anticipated wreck for 1884. The state central 
committee was called together and it was 
resolved to cut loose as much as 
possible from the ‘‘prohibition’’ question and 
push thetariff forallthat was in it. It was the 
same policy as that adopted at the close of the Gar- 
field campaign, of '80. Thanks to McDonald, he 
anticipated this divirsion early in the campaign, 
and there were few ‘democrats in the 
state, and probably few republicans who had 
not -+h@éard all about the various votes cast by 
republican members of congress to perpetuate the 
high protective policy of this party. Very recently, 
however, the workshops and factor es have been 
flooded with tracts an d the newspapers threatening 
the mechanic with starvation if the democratic party 
prevailed. This policy is adopted in all the cities and 
larger towns whilein the agricultural districts it is 
urged from ihe republican stump that the prohib- 
itory amendment be submitted tou a popular vote 
without giving any opinion either way as to the 
merits of prohibition. This. with mild flutterings 
and flappings of the bloody shirt, make up the ar- 
gument of radicalism for the rural districts, 

Both parties are at fever heat and straining every 
nerve as they enter the home stretch. From the 
lake to the Ohio the watch fires of the contending 
hosts are burning brilliantly.

M’DONALD, 

Ex-Senator Joseph E. McDonald is chairman of 
the democratic state central committee. After 
mapping out the generzl work of the campaign he 
entered personally into the canvass 
and has made speeches in many of 
the principal cities of the — state. He 
has just returned from his campaign and looks re- 
markably strong, healthy and cheerful. It there is 
any one thing that the noble old Roman likes to do 
better than another, it is to skin republicanism. 
Your correspondent met him to-day and asked him 
what he had to say regarding the canvass, He an- 
swered, ‘‘Well, tell your friends that the democrat- 
ic majority in the state will not be less than 8,000. 
Thisismy lowest estimate, and it will probably 
run into fabulous figures,’’ ‘“‘What about congress- 
men, Mr McDonald.’’ ‘‘We shall certainly gain 
three and possibly five;’’ he answered.

When. he was first attacked I called upon him and 
found him in bed suffering intensely. He said that 
it was rheumatism and showed me his foot. It did 
net have an unnatural appearance—was not swollen 
even,and beyonda bright inflammable appearance 
of the skin, just back of the second and third toes of 
the foot there was nothing unusual. A colored at 
tendant eased the pain by gently rubbtng the affec- 
ted part between his bands. He did it as gently as 
if the foot were a child’s. He said then, that a night 
or two before he had been to Newcastle, this state, 
and spoke over two hours. This was longer than he 
usually took at one time, but that he had a large 
audience and felt as if he was inspired and became 
greatly interested in his subject. When he was 
through he was iu a dripping perspiration and the 
air was cool and damp. He thinks that he neglected 
to wrap himself sufficiently. The next day the 
pain began. That speech is probably 
the lastone that Governor Hendricks will ever 
make. He may recover, but the most intelligent 
physicians think that his end is near, although 
there is no occasion for th2 sensational telegrams 
which are constantly being sent from this city to 
the newspaper press. 

The governor thinks that the democratic party 
are on the eve of sweeping success.

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PENNSYLVANIA. 


Varying Eatimates of Daltimor’s Plurality from Dif- 
ferent Party Sources. 
Special to The Constitution. 

PHILADELPHIA, November 2.—You may talk 
about your tidal waves in politics if you please, 
butin Pennsylvania we have a regular water- 
spout. Indiana and Ohio are regularly classed as 
doubtiul; New York is regularly manipulated one 
way orthe other. So thata ‘“‘tidal wave’’ doesn't 
amount much; but Pennsylvania, since it has been 
inthe zlammy clutch of the Cameronian Cuttle- 
fish. has ever been elassed as solid republican. 
This year, however, will see a change, such as 
takes plaee in a black squall at sea. In it 
all is thunder, lightning, sulphur, and darkness; 
then a clear blue skyand an atmosphere full of 
bracing ozone. Just now we are in the sulphur pe- 
riod —you can fairly smell it at republican head- 
quarters. Next Wednesday will bring tne blue 
sky, for it will bring the downfall of Cameronism 
and the purification of the republican party.

The Inaugural Ceremonies in the Presence of a Great 
end Enthusiastic Crowd—Words of Wisdom 
From Georgia’s New Governor—Scenes 
and Incidents of the Inaugurstion. 


Never has a governer of Georgia begun an 
administration under such flattering auspices 
as those which yesterday surrounded the in- 
auguration of Alexander H. Stephens. It 
was well known that the hall of the house of 
representatives would not be sufficient to ac- 
commodate the vast crowds that would flock 
to see the interesting ceremonial. Accord- 
ingly the committee of arrangements secured 
the opera house. It was announced that the 
exercises would begin promptly at noon, but 
by 11 o’clock the tide began to pour into the 
opera house. The chairs in the pit were re- 


served for the legislature. Soon every seat on 
the lower floor was taken, and the galleries 
then filled very fast until there was a sea of 
faces up to the topmost tier turned in eager 
expectancy toward the stage. 

At half past 11 the senate entered the hall 
of the house, where the rocession was 
formed. The general en, wt headed by 
President Boynton and Speaker Garrard, 
mbved out of the capitol and’ across to the 
opera house. As they entered the band 
struck up a lively air, and the law makers 
| were applauded by their confiding constitu- 
ents. When they were comfortably seated 
there was @ commotion on the stage, and 
from a group of distinguished Georgians in 
the background rolled out 
) THE HISTORIC CHAIR 
of ‘the great commoner.”’ 
an . instantaneous burst of- applause, 
| which swelled to enthusiastic cheers. Mr. 
Stephens was dressed in a suit of black cloth 
with his hands cased in dark gloves. He 
energeticaliy urged his chair to the center 
of the stage; Governor Colquitt holding the 
back of it and walking a few feet behind his 
illustrious successor. In the chairs surround- 
ing Mr. Stephens sat a number of promi- 
nent Georgians.’ The stately figure of Gen- 
eral Toombs attracted perbaps the most gen- 
eral gaze. Just behisd Mr. Stephens in a 
group. sat Governor Colquitt, Chief Justice 
Jackson, Senator Brown and _ General 
Lawton. To the right were Congressmen 
Hammond and Blount, JtdJdges Pottle, 
Mershon and Hillyer, Major Wwillace and 
Colonel Trammell of the railroad commis- 
sion, State Treasurer Speer, Secretary of State 
Barnett, Comptroller-General Wright, Sena- 
tor DuBignon and Representative Jordan, 
chairman of the comnittee of arrangements, 
besides a number of prominent citizens and 
members of the legislature. President Boyn- 
ton and Speaker Garrard were on the 
left. The family of Mr John 4A. 
Stephens, the gevernor’s private seoretary, oc 
cupied seats directly in front of the stage. 
When the applause had subsided the exercis- 
es were.opened with an appropriate prayer by 
Rey. J. F. McClellan, chaplain of the house. 
President Boynton said: ‘‘The general 
sembly of the state of Georgia is met in joint 
session to witness the inauguration of Alexan- 
der H. Stephens as governor for the next two 
ensuing years.’’ (Applause,) Mr. Stephens 
then delivered the following inaugural ad- 
dress which the vast crowd heard with a 
close attention, broken only by their frequent 
applause: 


There was 
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THE INAUGURAL ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly, Senat- 
ors and Representatives: Having received 
your Official notification of my election to the 
chief magistracy of the state,I now appear 
before you according to a joint resolution of 
your respective bodies, to take the official 
oath prescribed by the constitution. 

Before taking this oath and assuming the 
discharge of the duties of the office thus con- 
ferred, in conformity with immemorial cus- 
tom, it isdoubtless “xpected that I shall pre- 
sent some remarks indicative of the general 
line of policy which will mark my adminis- 
tration. These views concisely ° stat- 
ed, I shall address not only to you’ gen- 
gentlemen of the general assembly, but to 
the large and respected auditory of citizens 
comprising ladies and gentlemen, who grace 
and honor these inaugural ceremonies. 

Indulge me then, fellow citizens, in saying 
that being cailed to this high office by the 
voice of the, people I shall enter upon its 
duties with no teelings of elation, but rather 
of deep depression from a profound sense of 
the weight of responsibility attending this 
new position. I am entirely untrammeled; 
I have no promises or pledges to redeem ex- 
cept faithfully to distharge the duties of the 
office to the best of my ability; I have no 
enemies to punish; no personal aims or ob- 
jects to accomplish; no partisan views to ad 
vance; no purpose to promote the schemes 
or objects of any combination, or class of 
persons whatever: and nothing to serve but 
the interests of the people, the whole people 
of the state. With the co-operation of the 
legislative department of the government 
my efforts will be directed with an eye single 
to the advancement and promotion of the 
general peace, welfare and prosperity of our 
beloved state. 

In the administration of the laws, as far as 
lies in mv power, it will be my object to see 
that equal justice is done to all alike 

All our industrial pursuits, agriculture, 
manufacturing, mechanical, commercial, 
mining, shipping, and internal Petia scorer ay 
should be looked after with care. All those 
institutions—educational, benevolent, and 
others which are provided for, by our funda- 
mental law. should be fostered and promoted 
to the extent of legislative abiiity, with like 
care and attention. In this way we shail be 
able to promote, and add to the honor 
and glory and renown of our good old com- 
mon wealth. 

As to general measures in pratical legis]a- 
tion, I have nothing further to offer than my 
past public record, ina long and not unevent- 
tul life. Thisis the only guarantee as to 
the character of my acts in the future. 

As to those general political principles by 
which my administration, Providence per- 
mitting, shall be governed, I can but repeat 
what was said in my agceptanceof the nom- 
nation tendered me for the office. 

I repeat these on this more solemn occasion 
with en emphasis, and especially because of 
an evident and growing dispusition in many 
quarters of the country to neglect and ignore 
them. 

These are those essential primciples of re- 
publican government which lie at the foun- 
dation of our whole system of free institu- 
tions, and which can be maintained only by 
being deeply impressed upon the minds 
of legislators, and all other offi- 
cials of whatever grade or character 
as well as upon the masses of the people, and 
especially the rising generation. 

These are the principles announced by 
Thomas Jefferson, and adupted by the fathers 
of the republic early after our complicated 
system of government was instituted. 

These principles apply as well to our fed- 
eral system as to the several state governments, 
and by theirmaintenance the harmony and 
success of the system can only be preserved 
and perpetuated. They are as follows: 

‘*Equal and exact justice toall men.of what- 
ever state or persuasion, religious or pdoliti- 
cal.”’ 

‘The support of the state governments in 
all their rights as the most competent admin- 
istrations, of our domestic concenrs, and the 
surest bulwark against anti-republican ten- 
dencies; the preservation of the general gov 
ernment in its whole constitutional vigor, as 
the sheet anchor of our peace at home and 
safety abroad.”’

‘*Absulute acquiescence in the decisions of 
the majority the vital principle of republics 
from which there is no appeal but to force 
the vital principle and immediate parent of 
despotism.”’ 

‘‘The supremacy of the civil over the mili-

selected.”’ 

“These are some of the principles.” said 
Jefferson, ‘‘which constitute the creed of our 
political faith, the text of civil instruction. 
the touchstone by which to try the services of 
those we trust, and should,” said he, “‘we 
wander from them in moments of error or 
alarm, let us hasten to retrace our steps, and 
to regain the road which alone leads to liberty 
and safety.” 

These are what constitute the essentials of 
the creed of Jeffersonian democracy. They 
were proclaimed when ther. was a strong ten- 
dency toabandon the federative fea ure in 
the government, and to merge the siate gov- 
ernments into consolidation or centralism, 
the inevitable end of which would have been 
empire and despotism. 

The object of the founders of the old repub- 
lican democratic party, atthe head of which 
stood Mr. Jefferson. was to check this tenden- 
cy of the government, and to preserve that 
system from which alone springs all hope for 
the perpetuation of the entire fabric. These 
i look as well to the preservation of 
the federal union in its proper sphere, as to 
the maintenance and preservation ofthe re- 
served rights of the several states, in their 
at fo spheres, under the constitution of the 

‘nited States. Thisis the true doctrine of 
home rule on the part of the states under our 
novel and wonderful system of federal 
union. 

There is evidently, now, my countrymen, 
a tendency to centralism as in 1798 and 1799, 
by the party now in power,in the administra- 
tion of the general government, bearing the 
name of republican. 

As Burke upon a memorable occasion appeal- 
ed “‘from the new whig party of England, to the 
old whigs of bis earlier days,’ so we appeal 
from modern republicanism to the ancient 
creed of our fathers. 

Those who have departed, or are departing 
from that path under apprehension of danger, 
we and all friends of the constitution,organized 
from one extent of the union to the other, 
should awake ‘‘to retrace their steps, and to 
regain the rodd which alone leads to liberty 
and safety.’’ :

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JHE ATLANTA STAGE. 


A SKETCH OF THE DRAMATIC HIS- 
: TORY OF THECITY, 


Its Improvement From the Romantic Days of the 
Past to the Present-Some Incidents in Its 
His ory—The Best Paying Houses Ever 
Known Here—Season’s Prospacts. 
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The present dramatic season will,for Atlanta 
have more incidents uf interest than any ofits 
predecessors. The city is fast reaching a posi- 
tion where it can command the very best en- 
tertainments on the boards. It ranks among 
the most valuable points in whatis known as 
the southern circuit and enjoys a special ad- 
vantage of being on the line fromthe great 
northern cities to the gay, pleasure-loving 
metropolis of the south, New Orleans. 

Atlanta has sought amusement in various 


ways since she began to pretend to city life. 
The history of the local stage is romantic and 
amusing. There are enough materials brushy 
edaway in the rubbish of the past fifteen 
years to make a volume of unusual interest 
out of the grotesquerie, the varied and novel 
enterprises, the patient toil and often the pa- 
thos, that have gathered about the stage in 
Atlanta. Before the war there was but one 
retention toa theatre, and that was not of- 

n called into service. The wealthier and 
more aristocratic cities of the state were to 
the few dramatic combinations’ then 
on the road \ far more tempting 
than the little city that was just scrambling 
into nutoriety. But 

THE OLD ‘‘ATHENEUM,’ 

as it was grandly styled, had its nights of 
splendor, During the war when Atlanta be- 
came ageneral gathering place for soldiers, 
refugees and tramps the theatre was crowded 
whenever anything could be devised for 
amusement. Now and then there was a com- 
pany ofs'rolling piayers with some crude 
drama, reeking with the blood and deaiening 
with the thunder of the awful tragedy the 
nation was then enacting. Blind Tom, the 
negro phenumenon, then a mere boy, was of- 
ter brought up and created as much of a 
sensation as Bernhardt = or Salvini 
would now. Often the women of Atlanta 
would study an amateur performance, musi- 
cal or dramatic. and try to raise a little 
money to buy blankets and bread for the 
“boys ingray.”’ The ‘‘Atheneum’’ was burned, 
and then rudely rebuilt to stand until Sher 
man lit his bonfire and swept its ashes to the 
winds, with nearly everything else in the 
poor old shell-torn town. It stood just oppo- 
site the Decatur street entrance to the Kim.- 
ball house. After the war the first slight-of- 
hand performances and variety companies 
that ventured so far south found no 
place to display their genius in Atlanta 
except in the unplastered halls over the few 
storesthen built. But the people were Keen 
for diversion from the sad surroundinys, and 
flocked to see the Most glaring frauds. At- 
lanta was not'then critical In 1866 was built 
the famous Davis hall on Broad street, a long 
narrow room, devoid of architectural beauty 
‘or tasty decoration, buc big enough to hold 
‘Your or five thowsand people. About this 
time Atilan'a bad much the style of a western 
border town of the present day. People 
were pouring in, money circulated more 
freely than it ever has since, 
and the passion for amusement developed 
all sorts of enterprises There were atone 
time three variety shows open every night tor 
several months and always well attended. 
()ne or two traveling side shows dropped from 
their parent circuses and settled in the open 
space near the passenger depot, where for 
weeks they caught the willing crowds. Davis 
hall opened in grand style as the elegant 
place of amusement. For one entire sum- 
merit was conducted by John Templeton 
with a performance of some sort every night. 
Probably yo man living or dead ever acted 
over as Files field as Jobn Templeton, It 
was a common thing for him 
to give “Hamlet, with ‘“Toodiles’”’ as an after 
piece, appearing himself as the leading char- 
ter in both. He was indifferent bvecween 

tragedy and farce and would not flip a quar- 
ter whether he should caper with the gaudy 
ballet or stepin the stately strides of the 
Shaksperian ame. He seemed to throw his 
whole soul into anything he tried—and in 
comedy he did some :eal[y exceilent work. 
Alice Vane wus then young and beautiful 
and Fay Templeton, was as veritable an ‘‘in- 
fant phenomenon” as Dickens portrays. 

In 1868, the greatest* political meetings 
ever seen in Atinta were heid 
and Davis hall was the place for holding 
them. It was there that Mr. Hill made a 
speec h which, for its thrilling effect, is con- 
sidered by many the most powerful effort of 
his life. In 1869 the hail was burned to the 
ground. The biow fell especially hard on the 
unfértunate Owner. as the very day before an 
insurance policy on it bad expired, and he 
hed fetoaed to have it renewed.

which has been twice remodelled 
larged to reach its present condition.

now known in Atlanta. It was about 1870 
when the reguiar routes for first-class 
travelling companies were laid out through 
the south. Atlanta hadat firsta meager share 
of attention from the profession and rarely 
caughtastar. But the rapid growth and the 
improving culture of the city has ¢ hanged this 
until we have no right to¢ ‘omplain of the dra- 
matic fare offered us. The opera house we 
now have seats about two thousand people 
and is often full during the season. Prices 
ranve here ws they do through the entire 
southern circnit. 

Atlanta is known among the manavers asa 
“one night town,” but a good compauy can 
out in three or tour nights oreven a week 

bc re witha judici ious C hange of prograninie., 
The busy, exci‘able naiure of tae city causes 
a rush to first nights, and of course the at- 
traction is not tov strong if the same bill is 
offered for the second night. The most nota- 
ble event in tie early histury of the stage in 
Atlanta, was the c ming of 
EDWIN FORREST 

in the winter of 1870, when he was past his 
six‘ieth year, bu: still the passionate, power- 
ful actor of the old, and already fading schoo!. 
He remained here one week and re- 
ceived an ovation every night, 
giving ev Ty one of his most famous charac- 
ters, ‘“‘Hamlet,’’? ‘‘Metamora,” “Othello,”’ 
“Richilien,” “Richard The Third,” and 
“Jack Usade.” The nex t great event in local 
dramatics occurred in is7u, in the engage 
ment o*® Edwin Booth, then so far south for 
the first time since in hisgboyhood he> came 
with his illus rtious father. [he Bvooth ea- 
gagementin Atlanta wus the most successful 
he badin the south. He wis ander the 
managementof Joho T. Ford, receiving $600 
anightforfitty nigits in the sonthern cir- 
cuit.

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BOB LINCOLN S AMBITION. 
A Stroeg Showing Wateh — the Sccretary of War 


WasnHincton, Novemberi,—Th?2 c maiission 
appu.nted some months ago to secure from 
the various bands of Sioux a relinquisbment 
of their claim to the Nivbrara reservation has 
reported fo the secretary of the interior that 
the consent required by the act of congress 
has been secured. This Niobrara reservation 
is the home of the Poncas, whose title to it 
was acknowledged by the government in 
treaties. By a mistake in the description of 
the boundaries, this land was in 1868 granted 
by the government to the Sioux. It was this 
blunder. together with the desire of the In- 
dian office to placate the warlike Sioux and 
its disregard ot the rights of the Poncas be- 
cause they were few and peaceful, that led 
to the ejection of the Poncas five years ago 
and their exile to Indian Territory. Afrer 
attention had been called to the facts there 
never was any pretense that the Sioux had a 
valid claim tothe land. Senate committees 
and federal courts affirmed the title of the 
Poncas, but to keep the record straight and 
avoid offending the Sioux congress autkori- 
zed the appointment of a commission to get 
them to relinquish any aparent claim they 
might have to the land. But the amount re- 
lingquished by the Sioux is proportioned to 
the numberof Poncas, and is not equal te 
the whole of their reservation. As most of 
the Poncas are settled in Indian Territory and 
will probabiy stay there, their share of land 
will have to be sold, and the proceeds made 
over to them. 
LINCOLN’S AMBITION. 
Wasttncton, November 4.—There is a story 
not in general circulation here, and all the 
more interesting for that reason, that goes to 
show that Secretary Lincoln is or has been 
seeking to reach the senate by the canal 
route. The army engineers were very warm 
n their recommendations of the Hennepin ca 
nal project during the last session.. That at- 
tracted some attention and remark, because 
it is not usual for the engineers to view these 
public works from other than a strictly pro- 
fessional standpoint. A friend of one of the 
highest officers in the engineer corps asked 
him what was tbe cause of this unusual inter- 
est of the corps in the canal, and he replied 
that Secretary Lincoln was the cause of it 
The other half of the story is that the gentle- 
men in Illinois who were most active in pro- 
moting the interests of the canal were en- 
gaged in working up the senatorial prospects 
of the secretary of war. Of course dhere is 
abundant room for speculation as to which 
is the cause and which is the effect, and the 
secretary's interest in the cause and interest 
ef the friends of the canal in the secretary’s 
may have been a coincidence. The value of 
the canal to the northwest is a sufficient 
reason why any man from Illinois should 
favor it, and the professed champions of the 
canal in congress were Iowa men. 
THE LAW OF PATENTS, 
WasHincton. D. C., November 4.—A de- 
cision was rendered by the supreme court to- 
dav in the Important patent case of John R. 


Moffitt vs. Samuel B. Rogers et al., brought 


here by appeal from the circuit court of the 
United States for the district of Massachu- 
setts. This was asuitin equity, brought for 
the infringement of reissued letters patent, 
dated December 8, 1874, and granted to the 
complainant, John R. Moflitt,for an improve- 
ment in the manufacture of heel stiftners for 
boots and shoes. The court holds that the 
specification and first claim of the reissued 
patent is a plain attempt to include a device 
which was not, and could not be, fairly cov- 
ered by the original goon That claim, there- 
fore, which is the only one which the defend- 
ants are charged with infringing, is for that 
reason void. The decree of the circuit court 
dismissing the bill is afirmed. 
MR. HOLYOAKE’S MISSION, 

WASHINGTON, November 4. George Jacob 
Holyoake arrived in Washington on Thurs- 
day, where he and Miss Holyoake are the 
guests of Colonel Ingersoll. The same day Mr. 
Holyoake had an interview with Secretary 
Frelinghuysen respecting the emigrant guide 
bock authorized by the government, which it 
is his object in visiting this country to pro 
mote. During Mr. Holyoake’s recent tour 
west below Santa Fe he collected important 
testimony from land agents, railway authori- 
ties and others as to the necessity of such a 
book.

tion. Butas my opinions have been called for on 
a partof the subject that 1 have not seen discussed 
I propose to lay them before the public. 

I propose to discuss the subject of water closets 
as they are now being constructed in the city. Ev 
ery man has his own opinion about the matter— 
whether right or wrong, butithe chief thing is to 
have the work done ascheaply as possible without 
any reference to the laws of sunitary science. The 

lumber is not an ofiicer of the city, and doesn’t 
foboas to the board of h alth. The only interest 
he has is todo the workand get his pay Conse. 
quently, between cheap work on the one hand, and 
tne inability to do first-class work fora very smail 
price, the city is full of very poor plumbing. Itis 
a fact known to all that we have had in the past 
nota few cases of typhoid, and other fevers _ Se- 
vere type, and not amenable tothe remedies ordi- 
narily resorted to for the relief of fevers, I have 
frequently found it difficult to classify and treat 
them, and other medical gentlemen tell me they 
have had the same difficulty. 

But it is a fact very generally accepted by 
medical men that the seapages from privys finding 
its way into wells, springs and other water sup- 
plies is a fruitfulsourcejof blood posoning Cuiminat- 
ingin the forms of fever to which I have alluded. 

I mention this as corallory to other modes of blood 
poisoning which produced the same results, 
and which are soinsidious us to escape observa- 
tion. Lalludetothe conduits from house privys. 

will mention the method of some who live re- 
motely from either public or private sewers who 
will diga well atsome convenient pointon their 
premises 15or 20 feet deepand convey the waste 
from the house privy through sewer pipes intoit 

n these wells the most poisoneus gases are evolved, 
the volume of which increases rapidly, but being 
heavier than the circumambent air doés not rise to 
the top of the well, and escape, but expands bya 
law of its own untilit reaches the sewer from the 
house and thisit readily ascends and diffuses its 
poisous through the house while the doors and 
windows are shut andthe inmates are sleeping— 
thus itis that the most malignant fevers are intro- 
duced into families on the healthiest locaii'ies. 
Ieould give instances and call namesif it were 
prudenttodoso Ordinarily other methods obtain 
and the seweris carried into that of the nearest 
neighbor. And here the difficulty is the size ofthe 
pipe,which from motives of economy are always too 
small, asis also the stream of water intended to 
keep the sewer washed out. 

The solid matter forms a dyke through which the 
fluids alone pass and leave the solider matter to 
form the poison gap, which is regurgitated back 
to the house in the same manner as from the wells. 

In nearly every instance that has fallen under 
my observation the plumbing has been carelessly 
andinadequately done, This, however, is not so 
much the fant of the plumber as of the owner of 
the property. who wants the work done as cheaply 
as possible, especially in houses for rent. 

Now, the remedy for all thisis to appoint asuper- 
visor of rlumbing—a competent man 
with a good salary—whose business 
it shall be to supervise and oversee 
every jobof plumbing donein the city. Inspect 
every piece of pipe and determine its size and qual- 
ity, and in no instance to allow the confluence of 
small pipes without a larger one leading off from 
both, so that the angle is sufficient to insure the 
transit of the waste through them; also a sufficien 
cy of water and that it flows from ajet sufficiently 
large toinsure the earrying away of every thing 
that has to pass the sewer. 

Atlanta is naturally as healthy a place as there is 
in this world, and it!may be kept so if this policy or 
something like it is carried out, but if not, not.

The butter market is the same as last week. The 
best Jersey retails at fifty cents and the price de- 
creases as the quality degenerates. Ordinary country 
butter is from thirty to forty and oleomargariue 
is twenty five cents r pound. Eggs are from 
twent:-two and a half to ange & five cents and 
are plentiful, chickens are from thirty to forty for 
live. There isno dressed poultry in the market. 
In the fruit market everythingis tempting Prices 
are as usual. Kananas are plentiful and sell at from 
sixty cents to three dollars per bunch, according 
sizeand quality. There aresome very fine ones 
now in the market. There is the usual supply of 
fresh fish in the market with plenty of oysters, and 
in this line too, the prices have vot fluctuated and 
are as follows: Black fish. at 35cents per bun h; 
speckled trout, at 30 cents to 35 cents per bunch; 
lake salmon ten centsa pound; perch, ten cents 4 
und; mullet, six cents; sheephead, 7% cents.

The Cotton Blockade. 

Macon, Ga., November 4, 1882, Editors 
CoxstiTtuTion: I notice in your issue of 
the 4th inst. a piece headed ‘‘Cotton Blockade,’’ re- 
citing a telegram dated Americus, November 3d, 
1882, addressed by several merchants to the Hon. J. 
D Frederick, W A Wilson and W C Hawks, Atlanta, 
Ga., asking them to represeat their grievances to 
the railroad commissioners and invoke their aid 
for relief. While this state of i affairs 


was a fact on the third of November, I am sure it 
will lead to erroneous impressions without ex- 
planation. From the information I have through 
our agent at Americus, there was no delay of con- 
sequence to the cotton mentioned up to date of 
complaint. To show the conditidn of Americus im 
mediately prior to the third of November, our 
records show as follows:
